Tr is rarely safe to argue on the “in one sec 
all” adage, und-particularly so with regard 
to a. vast country like China, - Some 
suporficiat’ observer in some corner of the 
Empire writes a glowing lelter about the 
symptoms of what he regards as “the | 
civilization of the Chinese, and he has his 
imitators, aud then back from Europe come | 
the newspapers, full of comments able 
‘enough and sound enough if their foundation 
had been better. - Still, there is a good deal 
of excuse for these somewhat premature | 
trumpetings of the awakening of China, of | 
the coming of the Oriental, and slmost, we 
imight vay, of the apotheosis of the Asiatic. | 
The so-called unchanging East is ag mutable, 
humanly speaking, ag any other centre of 
society ;: dnd there is a general opinion 
among residents of any stuncing that things 
to-day are acarcely recognisable injthe most 
truthful picture of ten years ago. One 
noticeable feature ix the. avidity with which 
Chinese iake up land wherever a collection 
of foreigners settles. ‘I'he foreignor seems 
flattered, if we sny that his mere neighbour. 
‘hood is considered Lo afford protection frum 
official squeeze; but there are others who 
explain it otherwise, who say they rush to 
take up the land to prevent the hated alien 
getting it. Both statements are probably 
alittle too extreme. Itis not at all improb- 
able that the phenomenon is simply caused 
by the quite natoral and characteristic 
desiro-of the Chinaman to turo an honest 
tael or tivo.

COMMANDER PEARY'S SUCCESS, 

We have already: announced Cmr. Pesry's 
comparative auccess. Tho firat news was 
contained in s message from Commanter Poary 
to Mr.’ Bridgeman, dated Hopedale, vii 

| Twillingate Feland, November 2nd which said ; 

“Tho Roosevelt, the ship of the expadition, 
wintered on (he north coast of Grant Loni, 
somewhat north of the headquariors of the Alert, 
1884.83. Wowent north in sledges in February, 
vii Capes Heoln and Colnmbis. We were 


dstayed by open water bolweon Side. and 


85dey, N, Beyond 85deg. a yale, whieh raged 
aix daya, broke up tho ice, dostroyad the caches, 
out off communication with the aupporting 
columns, and drifted me to the oust. 

“ Woe roachad Bidog. Gmin. over ice, drifting 
stondily easbward, Maturning, wo ote vight of 
our dogs, We drifted eastward, and were dolayed 
by open water, finally reaching the north coast of 
Greenland in straitened conditions. Wo killed 
some tusk oxon, and returned along the Green- 
land coast’ to the ship, ‘The {wo supporting 
parties woro driven on to the north coust of 
Greenland. One was rescued in'a starving con- 
dition, ‘ 

“ Aftor a weok's recuperation on board the 

Roosevelt wo dodged westward, completing the 
four of the north coast of Grant Gand, aod 
reached other land near the huodredth meridian, 
The homeward voyage wag an incessant battle 
with ioe, atorm+, and hoad winds, Tho ioosevelt 
4 a magnificent iev-fightor and aen-boat,, Thoro 
have, been no deaths or cases of illness duriog 
the expedition. , : 
'' Captain Peary’s wife on November 3rd hnd 
syeceived ao message from her husband stating 
that he was wating at Hopedale, Librador, for 
coal from. o mail steamer His propeller was 
damaged ond progress therefors very slow, 
Captain Poary adds, * Have no anxiety, oxpact 
wire from Chafenu Bay, Tam parfeeity well.” 

Commander Robort Peary, Engineer officer 
in the Wniled States Navy, who has thus placed 
to hig credit tho distinetion of reauhing a more 
“porthorly point than has ever beforo beon 
Mlained by sny Arétic explorer, ocoupi-s 9 uni- 
que position in the Polar worlt, It is twenty 
yeara since his first expedition to Greeland, and 
for the past fiftesn years ho might almost bosaid 
to havy made the Arctic regivas, his'home, In 
1894-02 and 1893-95 wore performed his great 

journeys across the Greenland ice-cap to Iode- 
pendence Biy, on the north coast, and after 
further voyages to Greenland in 3896 and 1897 
the years IS08-1902 were devoted to an expedi- 
fina on which the indefatigable explorer bout all 
hia eneryira to the task of reaching the North

“Admiral Beaumout,” the Armbas<ador 
declared, “vather besiladiagly auld that under 
favourable conditions there was a possibility that 
Commander Peury might roach the North Pale, 
"| That is pot the way I look at it, I putit much 
mora briefly and tersoly thau that. [ take the 
Amorican view that of coursa he will get there, 
with Bagh “dauntlees conrage, such absolutly 
determination, ‘sach earnest hope, and such 
magnificent ¢xperience ag hw bas already had in 
thé: Polar region.” 

‘That this was indeed the Amorican view was 
shown by the support accorded to Commandor 
Peary iu organiamg tho expedition of whish the, 
results jo broad outline ae known to-day, ‘Tho 
stoumebip ov cvelt, of whose qualities an an 
“icectighter and sea buat” Commander Peary 
spenks so highly, was luilé to the order of the 
explorer, and was the Grst vessel over coustragted

duly lth, 191%, and until to-day the latest news 
of the expedition was that brought south in the 
antumu of last year by the auxiliary stesmer 
FEvik, which reported that the expedition, bud 
Jolt Cape Subine, on the Ellesmera Land side 
of Smith Sound, om August 2lst. 

_ Cominander Peary’s plan of campaign was 
described by himself ag follows: “4t contem- 
op fates tha ntilisation of tha nimost efforts and 
fullest rexourc’s of the Whale Sound Eskimo, 
the use of dogs for traction power, a ship which 
shall deivs ma to. the northera shore of Griunell 
Land, and a refinement of » ethoda and equip- 
meol (the result of yeara of experience) whieh 
wih cunble mo to cover the diytance from 
Giinw It Land to the Pole aud back between 
early February and June.” [axcept that he did 
not attain tole North Pole Commander Peary

JE itbe correctly reported thitalali! ade B7deg. 
Gmin. north was ‘attained Commander Peary 
vot ouly came almost within two huadred miles 
of the Polo but execooded tha Iititade of the 
mast nerd erly point attained by Captain Cogui, 
of the Dake of the Abruzzi's Expedition, who 
proviousty held (ho record us the world’s farthest 
traveller north. bya distance of nearly forty 

miles, Even this scarcely reveals the charaoter 
Wok the achivvement, tv appreciate which it must 
hbo remembered thatin the Westera Hemisphere 
ftha-highest poiut previcusly- attained was that 

re ched by Commonder Peary Limrelf in 1902, 
when tha.oxploror reached o Intitude of 8ddeg, 
Yimin. 10 the north of Grant Land, +o that on 
this oveasion jie has penetrated nearly two 
bnodred miles further ‘north than ever bef re. 
‘the dangerous conditions under which the 
jiarvey appears to have been performed ant area 
is morit as an exhibition of dogged coursge 
and determivation,

footly known, but geographically mach inlereat

Following aresomo dutaitsxeczived by German 
wuil of (he disturbance which for somo time 
threatened fo be attended by grave consequences, 
sud in which 300 men, mostly of stoker ratings, 
were involved, at tha Roya! Naval Barracks, 
Portsmouth, 

The affair. bean in the sflernoon, and the 
weather was partly to blame for all that 
happened. At four o’slock o numbor of mon 
were on parade in tho open whon a sudden rin 
iquall ‘of rams severity o me op, aod the men, 
inatead of waiting for tho ordor to dismiss, 
broke up on their own Jnilintive, and started 
running to Choir quarters, This boing a breach 
of discipline, (he mon, were ordered {o purada in 
the gymuasium, where some five or six hundred 
of various ratines shortly afterwards mustored; 
and the senior officer, overhearing some insulting 
ramarks from some of the stokers, pave the 
order to stand fnst. Thosoin the front rank 
wore ordered to kueel, the reagon olloyod being 
that the officer, a man of short statare, would 
havo bad como diffloulty -in sooing tho whole of 
those assomblod ant making them hear the 
remarks ho proposed to address to them. The 
order to kvewl was obeyed by many of the men, 
but the siokers appyared to have got out of 
haud,’ tind to have rogerded (he proposed 
attitude as one of undue submission, and they 
refnsed to comply, The order. was rapeated 
with soma emphasis, and finally ab yed. by all 
bat one of the men, who observed that he would 
bow the kuea-to no man, The result was that,

oud the remainder of the party were kept on 
parade im the gymnasum somo time 

eforo being allowed to return to their 
quarters, Tho mon in the . stoker 
ratings were osidontly much aggrieved at tho 
treatment of the offender from their clasa, and 
later iu the evoving, on meoting in the canteen 
{o diseurs the situalion, became very exeited, 
andafier susshing glassesnod turving on various 
taps in the supply, department,-gave vent io 
threats to wreok the apartments of the officer 
whom they regarded as responsible fur all that 
happoved, snd whose quyrters were in the offi- 
cere’ block, to reach svhion from the men's 
buildings it would be necessary to cross one-of 
the mein public streets of Portsmouth, The 
stokers made go much noise that news of their

position, Mutsu’ means “ friendly” aud: Hito 
signifies “bensvolence.’ It ia not customary, 
however, to refer to the Sovareign by his 
personal appellation, and his Majesty is always 
spoken of by his poople us ths ‘’en-no or by 
ove or other of the several titles of respect 
that have from the doys of antiquity been 
employed to designate the Jnpanere Emperor. | 

At ia the rule in Japan to inculeate reverence 
for the enthroned roler by marching the pupils 
in allschools on tha Emperor's birlhday into the 
main ball of the building or other convenient. 
apartment, and requiring of them that they shall 
bow before the picture of their Sovereign, ‘This 
has been very loosely defined by some commen- 
fators as “worship,” but’ the significance 
atlachod to the coremony is not so to be classed,

commands respect and oven veneration, so that 
tho Monurob, be his personal qualities what they 
may, would inevitably be held in honour in most 
Eastern realms, whore hereditary . wovereignty 
isan acknowledged principle haying its roots 
in a remole antiquity, aud the enay familiarity 
with whieh tha Monarch's doings are 
sometimes criticiaed in Occidental coun-

as High Priest of the Shinto Faith. He rules, - 
therefore, purely aa a sequlur Monarcb, and in 
his Majesty’s dominions, og is well known, there 
iz, under the Constitulion, the most eomplote 
freedom of religious belief.
